SYMBOL OF OUR FUTURE 
There are many ways of looking at the 
delinquency which marks more and more 
of this country’s youth. 
One is to think of the boy who is lost 
to himself and to the world about him. 
He stands on the street corner in the 
uniform of his breed; thick, wav y hair 
combed into a duckbill, black jacket, nar­ 
row, 
tight-fitting 
trousers, 
blunt-nosed 
shoes good for kicking. 
At 15 he is the master of the sneer and 
the .jeer. 
The only laughter he knows is 
derisiv e and contemptuous. 
With his fel­ 
lows, he liv es in self-imposed isolation from 
the rest of society. 
His life is a synthetic product, made 
from bizarre and brutal excitements piled 
endlessly and senselessly one upon another. 
Only from him do these conceal the utter 
and tragic emptiness of his existence. 
To cov er the bleakness, he has made him­ 
self a destroyer of all that he touches. The 
catalogue in his book of excitements— mur­ 
der, beating, stealing, v andalism— can be 
read in rev erse on the police blotter. 
If you told him he was lost, that he was 
missing the real world, he would only scoff 
and scorn. 
His wish for excitement is natural in a 
boy. 
It has simply been distorted into 
an ugly image, as his energies hav e turned 
into destructiv e channels. 
But where is the lad with fresh and in­ 
nocent 
wonder 
written 
on 
his 
face? 
Where is the boy who delights in uncov er­ 
ing the little mysteries of nature, in building 
his physical skills not to fight but to play 
hard, in seeing the marv el’s of man’s world 
put together and taken apart—not for the 
malicious pleasure of destroying but for 
understanding? 
The boy is a collector, a tentativ e builder, 
an experimenter, an explorer, a competi­ 
tor. 
In his excited responses we find mir­ 
rored the wonderment of life on this earth. 
But the one standing on the corner in 
the delinquent’s uniform is an ev il carica­ 
ture. 
He collects other people’s property, 
builds nothing, experiments in ways to in­ 
flict damage and injury, explores only for 
trouble, and competes with the knife, the 
boot and the other v icious weapons of his 
breed. 
That he stands before us in this image 
is a deep loss for him. 
Life at its time of 
greatest unfolding is passing him by. 
And all of us must inev itably miss the 
real boy, while we suffer the rav ages done 
by the caricature. 
The tragedy is ev ery­ 
one’s.

SUM M IT C O N FE R E N C E 


It used to bo, when there were no interconti­ 
nental telephones and trav el was slow, that heads 
of states conferred with each other by means of 
ambassadors or other emissaries. Of course, there 
were such summit conferences as the Field of the 
Cloth of Gold or the Congress of Vienna where 
the men of responsibility finally met and made 
decisions about ev erything from m arriage and 
hcridity to the div ision of spoils. There was much 
double-crossing in those days ev en as now. 
For 
instance, 
the 
Paris 
conference 
among 
Great 
Britain, France, Spain and 
Portugal in 
1763 was one of those summit conferences which, 
among other things, settled the French and In­ 
dian War of our own continent. The particular 
series of wars which this conference settled start­ 
ed in 1631 or thereabouts, got itself inv olv ed in 
the succession to the ¡Spanish Throne, had a little 
side war which went by the name of the War of 
J enkins's Far, and ended up in a treaty by which 
Fiance ceded 
Canada 
to England and 
all of 
Louisiana east of the Mississippi except New Or­ 
leans. France retained the islands oí St. Pierre 
and Miquelon which became famous in our own 
Prohibition era because of the enormous bootleg ­ 
ging operations therefrom. England restored to 
France a number of islands including Martinique, 
and to Spain, Cuba in return for Florida. Spain 
got from France, French territoy w est of the 
Mississippi including New Orleans. 
This was some deal but it did not last v ery 
long. It all started because d ia ries II of Spain 
was child|? ss and the Hapsburgs who then con­ 
trolled 
Spain 
would 
lose 
that 
country which 
bothered all European nations because at that 
stag e of European history, leg itim acy was v ery 
important, particularly in relationship to succes­ 
sion to a throne. No Khrushchev could succeed 
a Hapsburg—not in those days. 
As Charles II had no heir, Louis XIV of 
France, Leopold I of the German Hapsburgs, and 
the Electoral Prince of Bav aria aspired to the 
throne. None of them were Spaniards as really 
Charles II was not a Spaniard, although he was 
the King of Spain. That's what nationality count­ 
ed for in those days! Incidentally the Prince of 
Bav aria was then only sev en years old. 
When Charles II died, the fat was in the fire, 
to use a phrase. Ev erybody went to war with 
ev erybody else and that fixed it fine for Winston 
Churchill's ancestor, the Duke of Marlborough, 
who won a great battle at Blenheim and became 
an immortal. 
It just goes to show how mixed up history' can 
get and how summit conferences decide things 
that the war had nothing to do with. For instance 
in the mids* of all this war, the great of the world 
got tog ether and worked out a Treaty of Utrecht 
(17 13), in the course of which the Protestant 
succession 
in 
England 
was 
recognized. 
From 
Elizabeth I on, the monarchs of England had been 
Protestant but they were regarded as illeg itim ate. 
Howev er, that was all changed now. The Bour­ 
bons got Spain and Prussia became a kingdom. 
But all this did not end the wars which con­ 
tinued on for years and years. In fact, it might 
be said that they nev er really ended on the con­ 
tinent of Europe or in Asia. The American Rev o­ 
lution and the French Rev olution were responses 
to the challeng es of these wars, these conferences 
and these treaties. One som etim es wonders, as 
he reads history, which is worse, the actual wars 
or the confusing peaces? 
This little bit of history, too condensed into a 
few paragraphs, is giv en here only to remind one 
that conferences do not solv e great human prob­ 
lems any better than the ordinary channels of 
diplomacy. If conferences could do that* all the 
wars and rev olutions, probably running up to a 
hundred, which hav e plagued the world since say 
19 10, would not hav e occurred after the League 
of Nations and the United Nations came into 
existence. The meetings, speeches and debates at 
the League of Nations culminated in World War 
II; the current plethora of speeches at the Unit­ 
ed Nations has not kept the world from war— 
not yet. 
The question arises: what would a summit 
conference to include Eisenhower, Macmillan, De 
Gaulle Khrushchev , Nehru, Nasser and probably 
the King of Yemen amount to? Why not inv ite 
Israel, Turkey, Greece and Cyprus? Also Iran 
and Pakistan? Why not inv ite all of the 80 na­ 
tions of the United Nations and talk forev er?

PRESIDENTIAL SCREEN 
The position of Sherman Adams, assist­ 
ant to the President, has been compared 
with that of other influential friends of 
presidents.

Edward M. House, a rich Texan with a 
taste for politics, and sent him on delicate 
diplomatic missions. 
House merely gav e 
information and adv ice, howev er; he had 
no hand in details of administration. 
Harry L. Hopkins was a handy man for 
Franklin D. Roosev elt.

retaryship of commerce. Like House, Hop­ 
kins merely carried out assignments and had 
no regular administrativ e duties except in 
specific posts. 
Adams’ case appears to be different. He 
reportedly screens all I'equests to see the 
President. Likewise, all memoranda to the 
President go through this man.

sult, Sherman Adams has sav ed the Presi­ 
dent much work and has freed him from 
many administrativ e details. The danger in 
this system is that the President may be 
cut off from sufficient contact with v arious 
indiv iduals and groups.

It is claimed that some of these hrownls(g 
patches can be lightened by the application of a 
chemical. 
Bu t this m u st he u sed with cau tion, 
since it may irritate the skin if u sed too often or 
too freely . 
Q— I am drowsy all day and can’t sleep at 
night. 
What can I do? —Mrs. R. 
A— If y ou do not sleep at night it is not su r­ 
prising that y ou are drowsy du ring the day . P er­ 
haps y ou can rev erse the habit by getting 
your 
phy sician to giv e y ou a sleeping pill one or two 
nights. 
Q - Please sav som ething about a hairy tongue. 
—J . T. 
A—This is a pecu liar condition characterized 
by a discoloration of the tongu e with hair-like 
growth on the u pper su rface. 
In many cases it 
is discov ered by accident and is not associated 
with u npleasant sy mptoms. 
There is controv ersy abou t the cau se, bu t It 
has been fou nd in association with the taking of 
v ariou s antibiotics and su lfa preparations, partic­ 
u larly when in the form of lozenges. 
T reatm ent 
is aimed at 
clearing 
away the 
growth and, of cou rse, stopping the u se of an 
offending dru g, if that is the cau se. 
Q 
How can one go abou t obtaining reliable 
information on sex edu cation for children, and for 
those in adolescence or approaching m arriage? - 
S. R.

Total U. S. foreign ajd pro­ 
gram s for sev en countries in this 
area— Iran, Iraq, J ordan, Leba­ 
non, Syria, Saudi Arabia and Is­ 
rael—hav e been ov er a billion 
dollars since the end of World 
W ar II. Expenditures up to J une 
30 will be ov er the 9 00-million- 
dollar mark, when the totals are 
released. 
This 
includes 
grants 
and loans. 
And to this must be added 
military aid figures which are 
not giv en out on a per-country 
basis. An informed guess on the 
total for Iran, Iraq, Lebanon and 
J ordan would be in the neighbor­ 
hood of 200 million, dollars. 
There were nearly 2,700 U. S. 
gov ernment officials in the Mid­ 
dle East before the Marines land­ 
ed in Lebanon. 


IN ROUND NUMBERS, about 
300 were in MAAG— military as­ 
sistance adv isory groups — or 
serv ing as military attaches at 
U.

he sent to President Eisenhower 
on Monday should remov e all 
doubts. 
Yet 
many people who

been ardent in their adv ocacy of 
"summit” conferences seem to 
feel that this is the process that 
will prev ent a war. Possibly this 
naiv e attitude arises because the 
general public isn’t aware of the 
many 
diplomatic 
channels 
in 
existence through which ag ree­ 
ment could readily be consum­ 
mated if there were the slig htest 
desire to do so. Possibly also it’s 
because the general public hasn’t 
b e e n 
sufficiently 
familiarized 
with the tricks of the unscru­ 
pulous men in the Kremlin. 
Thus the Khrushchev letter is 
on its face a piece of hypocrisy, 
especially

argues that perhaps the United

York. The Sov iet chief boasted 
that there would, of course, be 
no difficulty protecting foreign 
v isitors in Moscow.

such letters to go unanswered

battle 
g oing on ov er the air w av es of 
the world. 
One of 
the principal w eak­ 
nesses in the American position 
is the petty attitude of so many 
anti-Adm inistration 
newspapers 
in this locality which, because 
of 
their 
deep-seated 
political 
and ideological antagonism s do­ 
m estically, are pouring out crit­ 
icism s that are g leefully quoted 
by the Sov iets ov er the radio to 
the Mid East and the world g en­ 
erally.

Gambling Raid 
Inv o lv es Peo ple 
Fro m 4 0 Stales 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) - Some 
170 persons from 40 states will be 
coming here nex t month to testify 
in a federal grand jury inv estiga­ 
tion .of an Indiana-based gambling 
sy ndicate r e p o r t e d 
to 
hav e 
grossed millions of dollars. 
Subpoenas were serv ed on the 
witnesses, 
said 
to 
range 
from 
postal clerks to bigshot gamblers, 
in a smoothly coordinated simul­ 
taneous mov e Tuesday by federal 
marshals from coast to coast. 
U. S. Atty . Don A. Tabbert re­ 
fused to identify any of the wit­ 
nesses until he was sure ev ery ­ 
one had been serv ed, but he ad­ 
mitted the list includes a well- 
known mov ie comedian and sev ­ 
eral 
respected 
businessmen 
as 
well as members of the under­ 
world fringe. 
Targets of the inv estigation are 
the backers of a gambling sy ndi­ 
cate that operated for about 10 
weeks abov e a T?rre Haute (Ind.) 
restaurant 
until 
federal 
agents 
raided the place last Nov . 29. 
At that time Tabbert announced 
the sy ndicate was taking in a mil­ 
lion dollars a month in telephoned 
bets on sporting ev ents from all 
ov er the country , including many 
from 
well-heeled 
plungers 
who 
didn’t q uibble about risking $25,- 
000 on the outcome of a football 
game. 
Now the U. S. attorney 
thinks the operation was ev en sub­ 
stantially larger than prev iously 
estimated. 
"This was a v ery large opera­ 
tion.” he said. "You wouldn't walk 
in this place and put down any 
$10 bets.” 
Most of those subpoenaed are 
either bettors or in a position to 
know something about the sy ndi­ 
cate, Tabbert said, and are in no 
danger of prosecution unless ev i­ 
dence is uncov ered of a law v io­ 
lation on their own part. 
What the gov ernment is after, 
he said, is to pin criminal indict­ 
ments on the sy ndicate members 
for ev ading pay ment of ex cise 
i tax es. 
The grand jury probe probably 
will begin Aug. 11, Tabbert said, 
and will continue for about two 
weeks.
